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FREDERIC W. COOK 


Whereas God, in His infinite wisdom, has seen fit to take 
from our midst Frederic W. Cook, who for twenty-nine years 
served the cause of public education in our city and state, we, 
the members of the Board of Education of the City of Plain- 
field, wish to express our deep regret at the untimely passing 
of an able and respected associate, who, on Thursday, June 15, 
1944, died as he had lived — in active service to the public 
_ schools. 


Born in Jamesville, N. Y., on March 25, 1886, Mr. Cook at- 
tended the Jamesville High School, the Cortland State Normal 
School, and New York University; he was graduated from all 
three institutions with honors. After teaching in the Orange, 
N. J., public schools for two years, he served for five years as 
a grade school principal in Cranford, N. J. 


In 1915 he began his work in the Plainfield school system 
as principal of the Washington School. Later he became Sec- 
retary of the Board of Education and Assistant Superintendent 
of Schools and in July, 1926, he was appointed Superintendent 
of Schools for Plainfield, the Board recognizing in him the per- 
son best fitted for that responsible position. 


Primarily interested in the progressive development of the 
schools, Mr. Cook gave years of useful service to the state as 
well as to the city. He was a member of the Plainfield Public 
Library Board for 18 years, served as president of the Plain- 
field Rotary, President of the New Jersey Schoolmasters’ Club 
and President of the New Jersey Council of Education. In 
1932 Mr. Cook was elected to the Board of Trustees of the New 
Jersey Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund and served as its 
chairman from 1942 until his death. 


His philosophy of education was one of growth and prog- 
ress. He believed that the art of teaching is as individual as 
the personality of the teacher, and that the responsibility, as 
well as the privilege, of all who serve in schools is to open the 
eyes and the hearts and the hands of children to the beauty of 
the world—the glory of nature, the magic of the printed word, 
the melody of song, the majesty of a scientific law, the artistry 
of handcraft, the finished perfection of any piece of work well 
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done. He wanted every child to have his chance at the abun- 
dant life—here and now. 


Those who knew him best will remember him for his cour- 
age, his simplicity, and his sensitivity to the needs of young 
people. A man of firm conviction, he worked with singleness 
of purpose toward his goal—the welfare of Plainfield children. 
They knew him as their friend, a kind and generous man, who 
understood their weaknesses and applauded their triumphs. 


Realizing the benefits which the entire community has de- ; 
rived from his work, we would inscribe upon our records this 
tribute to his memory, that those who are to come may know 

and appreciate as we do the true worth of his accomplishment. 


Although his family need no reminder of his warm and gen- 
erous spirit, or his personal integrity, we would send a copy 
of these resolutions to his wife and children, in the hope that 
this recognition of his services will give them the comforting 
reassurance that he himself must have had, for it comes to 
every man who has fought the good fight, who has kept the 
faith. :
